Ervine Appears

In the May 11 escape, Ervine 
also changed his plea from not 
guilty to guilty and it was 
recommended by the prosecutor 
he be given a 1-5 year sentence, 
also to serve consecutively with 
the others. 
The charge of auto theft was 
dismissed with no objections. 
The recom mended sentences 
above are subject to change, 
due to a pretrial investigation 
which will be made up by 
Probation Officer Ruth Z. Pile. 
Benny Penn also appeared 
before Judge Pile and changed 
his plea of not guilty to guilty in 
a speeding case.

Mental Health Association Notes 
Need For Volunteer Workers 
By Mrs. Barr Mongomery 
Living on the wards of Indiana 
state hospitals are people from 
our community who haven’t 
anyone who comes to see them 
or who considers their well­ 
being a matter of great per­ 
sonal concern 
This does not mean that the 
personnel employed by the state 
to provide care and treatment 
neglect them or mistreat them, 
but merely that employes are 
not numerous enough to give 
very personal attention to any 
one patient. 
The same situation applies to 
the mental patients who have 
been moved out of hospitals into 
nursing homes or who went 
directly to such care in our local 
community. They, too, have no 
personal friends to be concerned 
about their well-being 
These people need our con­ 
cern and attention just as much 
as the person in our community 
who is seeking help today tor 
psychiatric illness, who may hr 
having trouble finding it 
because our community does 
not have the psychiatric ser­ 
vices which modern science 
makes possible. 
It is one thing to say that 
something ought to be done to 
help these people, to help 
overcome the stigma which 


makes their way harder, but’s 
another thing to do something 
about it 
Fortunately we have a social 
instrument in our state and in 
our community which, with the 
support of thousands of con­ 
cerned citizens, is doing 
something It is the Mental 
Health Association, and we urge 
vou to join and support it in 
every way you can. 
A few v ho join may be able to 
direct patient service work and 
this is wonderful. Most of those 
who join may only be able to 
participate in a limited number 
of the Association’s activities, 
perhaps to write a letter to a 
responsible official when ap­ 
propriate Some may be able 
only to be on the team but not 
able to take any active part. 
People who are only able to 
; help by paying a very small 
dues fee help by officially ex­ 
pressing their concern for the 
mentally ill More than 40,000 
Hoosiers became Mental Health 
Association members last year. 
We hope the number will be 
larger this year. 
We would like to urge you to 
join regardless of what you can 
do, because by doing so you help 
this valuable organization do a

Clinton, William Wirt High t 
While Jamos G Birney, John 
Bell, Alton B Parker, Charles 
E- Hughes, James M. Cox or 
John W. Davis? If you don’t, 
then lame is fleeting. All were 
candidates for the office of 
President of the United States. 
They all lost and losers are often 
iorgotten. 
However, 
oc­ 
casionally one losing candidate 
stands out and is remembered. 
Such a candidate was Hoosier 
Wendell Lewis Willkie, the 1940 
Republican candidate for chief 
executive of the nation. 
Willkie was born on February 
18, 
1892 
and 
named Lewis 
Wendell Willkie. However, an 
army clerk at Fort Benjamin 
Harrison on the day of Willkie’s 
induction reversed the given 
names 
and 
Willkie 
never 
bothered to correct the mistake. 
When he was born there, 
El wood, Indiana was in the 
middle of a gas boom. Natural 
gas 
had 
been 
discovered 
beneath the town and overnight 
El wood grew from a small 
farming village into a small 
industrial city. Herman Willkie 
had come there in 1888 as 
superintendent of schools. But 
he saw' the gas prosperity and 
soon was building houses, 
financing them, and practicing 
law on the side. So he set out to 
study law and opened his own 
office. Later, his wife Henrietta, 
would become a lawyer and 
practice with him in the lirm of 
Willkie and Willkie 
Wendell Willkie's early school 
days gave no hint of future 
fame He was undisciplined and 
was sent to Culver Military 
Academy for a summer session. 
By his high school; days he had 
settled down and was earning 
good grades. 
During the summer ot 1909 
Wendell decided to travel west 
to investigate some exciting 
opportunities. His father agreed 
to let him go with the un­ 
derstanding that he was on his 
own. The senior Willkie bought 
his son one way 
ticket to 
Aberdeen, 
South 
Dakota. 
During the course of the sum­ 
mer Wendell wandered through 
the Dakotas. Montana and 
Wyoming He worked as a dish 
washer, managed a makeshift 
hotel, invested $300 of his ear­ 
nings in a cement block business 
1 his “partner)) ran off with the 
money), hired out as a ranch 
hand and farm hay cutter. His 
last job was a combination 
guide and hack driver at 
Yellowstone National Park. He 
was filed after he almost killed 
his passengers due to his lack of 
experience in driving over 
mountain terrain. He bummed 
his way 
back 
to 
El wood, 
finished high school and entered 
Indiana University in January 
of 1910 His four years were 
filled with campus politics. He 
unsuccessfully 
tought 
frater­ 
nities and sororities. 


Hp graduated in June, 1913, 
and had decided to follow his 
fan 1 ily's practice of 1 aw.. But the 
the money was lacking for law 
school. So he went off to Cot 
fey vil le, Kansas to teach high 
school 
history 
This 
was 
followed by a job in the Puerto 
Rico Sugar industry. By the age 
of twenty-four, he had his law 
degree from Indiana Uni ver 
si tv. 
In 1916. Willkie joined his 
father's law firm, argued court 
cases 
> once 
opposing 
his 
father) and set about courting 
the town librarian. Edith Wilke. 
He had lirst met her at a 
wedding 
at 
Rushville. 
The 
Rush County seat was too far 
from El wood for courting. A 
mutual friend told Edith there 
was an opening for a librarian 
at El wood. This may have been 
more than coincidence because 
the Wi Okies were on the El wood 
library board. She accepted, 
resigning 
her 
position

assistant librarian at Rushville. 
The romance flourished and on 
January 14, 1918, the daughter 
of the builder of the Rush 
County courthouse and future 
presidential 
candidate 
were 
married 
at 
Rushville.

made it to his bride. 
Willkie was dishcarged as 
a First Lieutenant. His com­ 
manding officer had recom­ 
mended him for promotion to 
Captain, but the war ended and 
the

never 
went 
through. He was also recom­ 
mended for admission to the 
regular army, but turned this 
down. He w'anted to run for 
public office but he was a 
D e m o c r a t 
in 
a 
strong 
Republican district. Instead he 
accepted the position as head 
of Firestone Tire and Rubber 
Company’s 
legal 
counseling 
service 
for 
employees. 
On 
December 
7, 
1919, 
his 
son 
Phillip was born. Willkie had 
b e c o m e active 
in 
Akron 
Democratic politics. When in 
1921 
he 
decided 
to 
leave 
Firestone to join the law firm 
of Mather and Nesbitt, Harvey 
Firestone told him, “ I like you 
young man but I don’t think 
you’ll amount to a great deal.” 
'When 
Willkie 
asked 
why, 
Firestone replied, "‘because I 
understand you are a Democrat, 
and no Democrat can ever 
amount to much.” 
At the age of thirty-three, 
Willkie w as elected president of 
the Akron Bar Association. He 
was the youngest attorney ever 
to hold the office. At the same 
time he had begun to specialize 
in corporation law. This brought 
him to the attention of Bernard 


j Capen Cobb, president of Ohio 
Northern Power and Light 1 now 
Ohio Edison). Cobb was then 
organizing 
the 
giant 
organizing the giant utility 
combine which would become 
t h e 
Commonwealth 
and 
Southern Corporation. In 1928 he 
noted "we should not let Willkie 
get away from us. He is a 
comer and we should keep an 
eye on him." 
On August 8. 1929. Wendell 
L. Willkie resigned from his 
Akron Law frim, moved to New 
York and became a partner in 
the law firm of Weadock and 
Willkie. The 
new* firm would 
be the legal representative of 
Commonwealth and Southern 
On January 24 1933, just short 
of 
his 
forty-first 
birthday, 
Willkie became president of the 
giant utility corporation. His 
salary was $75,000 a year, as 
much as the president of the 
United States was paid.

Union Official Preaches Here

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - The 
secretary of the Indiana State 
AFL-CIO, Max F. Wright, can 
quote the Bible as handily as 
labor law to make a point. 
Wright, who lives in Beech 
Grove, has been pastor of the 
Little Blue River Church of 
Christ near Rushville for nine 
years and preached for 21 years 
before that in the Shiloh Church 
of Christ in Sullivan County. . 
“It’s not as unusual as you 
might think,” he said. Wright 
said he personally knows of more 
than 100 clergymen-union of­ 
ficers throughout the United 
States. 
Wright's father wasa minister, 
the late James R. Wright, who 
also headed the Terre Haute 
local of the Brotherhood of Rail­ 
way Trainmen. 
Wright is a sheet nieta I worker 
by trade and said his brother 
is, too, and also preaches. 
“There’sprecedent.The Apost­ 
le Paul was a tentmaker and 
supported himself—see First 
Corinthians," Wright said. 
Wright, 58, has preached "in 
about 25 states, Bermuda, and 
Canada," he said. 
“ I also had a gospel quartet 
for many veers,” he said. He 


said he recently has made some 
appearances with the Melody 
Boys gospel singers from Farm- 
ersburg. 
“The needs of people, whether 
they’re affiliated with the church 
or affiliated with something else 
are identical," Wright said. He 
said Wright, who was business 
manager for the Sheetmetal 
W’orkers Union local in Terre 
Haute, before coming to the 
state union office, said he con­ 
siders it his duty to “witness" 
regardless of how he earns 
his livelihood. 
“We’ve often times had people 
who were members of the union 
come to hear me preach who 
then became members of the 
church," he said. He said he 
probably won no union members 
from the pulpit, however. 
He said the double calling 
sometimes has enabled him to 
help union members who had 
no family ministers and needed 
them in times of stress. 
Wright, whose union work in­ 
cludes lobbying, said legislators 
were aware that he is a cleric as 
well as a unionist.

That applies 
to piston, rotary, electric, tu r­ 
bines and others. 
From an engine standpoint 
alone, such a move would be 
profitable.

Kennedy Takes Oil Deduction 
His 1973 Tax Report

m em ber of one of the nation’s 
richest families, had an income 
of $461,444 last year and paid 
$217,844 in taxes, according to 
his 1973 tax returns. 
Kennedy

Globe a copy of his 1973 tax 
return but declined to divulge 
the net worth of his personal 
fortune. 
All but $43,540 of the income 
cam e from family trust funds 
which total approximately $8.6 
million, the Globe said. Sena­ 
tors m ake $42,500 a year. 
“Although a long-time1 foe of 
special treatm ent for the oil 
industry, the return shows the 
senator has a minor interest in 
the

III Enrollment 
Down In Fall 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
National Association of State 
Universities 
and 
Land-Grant 
Colleges lists Indiana Univer­ 
sity as ranking third in a nu­ 
m erical report on decreases in 
applicants for admission next 
fall. The survey covers 104 uni­ 
versities and colleges through­ 
out the United States. 
However, IU’s report ot a de­ 
crease of '667 in the total appli­ 
cations received as of March 1 
for the new school year sta rt­ 
ing in Septem ber is a long gap 
from the first two institutions 
listing the largest decreases. 
They are the University of Wis­ 
consin with 1,511 fewer appli­ 
cants and the University of 
M assachusetts, Boston, down 
1,200. 
Purdue also was included in 
the 104 institutions surveyed. It 
was listed as having the third 
largest projected increase in 
out-of-state applications receiv­ 
ed, 523, which follows 1,372 for 
the University of Vermont and 
811 for the University of Vir- 
ginaia. 
The association said its su r­ 
vey shows for the 104 institu­ 
tions an increase of 3.27 per 
cent in applications for adm is­ 
sion next fall for the freshm an 
class, com pared to the sam e 
date in 1973.

Kennedy spent
